grade molasses, the jniee of three 
orniiKeH. and siiftieieiit water add- 
ed to hriiijf the mixture to a stiff 
doii^li. A heaping teaHpoonful of 
this mixture scattered about each 
hill of com where the beetles are 
at work, proves very attractive to 
these insects, especially applicti in 
late afternoon. If the corn is 
drilled, the mixture should he 
scattered along the drill rows. 

TIiIk pest has lieeoine of cini- 
sideralile iniporlaiieo in the past 
few years and is found in the 
sotitliern half of the United 
States, hut U|) to the present it 
has not heen diseoveied in Tenn- 
essee, North Carolina, South Car- 
idina or Georgia. It extends as 
far north as southern Iowa, cen- 
tral Illinois and central Ohio. 

Besides the method of elimin- 
ating the beetle . as described 
a hove, the cleaning up of all nib- 
liisli in the cornliclds early in tlu' 
fall, especially the low black 
soils, and delaying the planting of 
corn in the spring are two rat'th- 
ods of lesSeninR the dama(;e from 
the HOiithern corn leaf Im cIIc. 

The beetle itself is a small, dark 
lironzed insect about three-six- 
tccntlis of an inch lon^ and about 
oiic-tliiid as wiilc, usually more or 
less covereil w ith soil. When dis- 
turbed they drop from the plant 
on which they are feeding and 
liidi- so successfully that the fann- 
er is often uiiaide to discover 
w his corn is so seriously dam- 
aged. 

The adult beetles lay their eggH 

early and always in tin- vicinity 
of the corn plant, after which they 
disappear from the fields. Tlic 
larvae hatch in from six to lif- 
twn days snd feed on the com 
[danls or (Ui eOcklebnr. Some- 
where between the Hrst of .Inly 
and the middle of AuBust the lar 
\ac enter the pupa sta^e. which 
appears to last apjudximatcly (if- 

leell da\s. when the lieetle of t.lic 

liist ^'ciieration enieijres. I5e- 
iweeii then and liiberiiatioti early 
in the fall, the beetles feed amoug 
other thinjrH on the kernels of un- 
ripe eais of corn, and on the huiis 
of eoeklebiirs. In coiiiiields 
they hibernate under i)ilcs of 
corn husks, fodder and shocks, 
etc., to emerfje Hfrnin in the spring 
to lay their «'^'j;s, I?ut tlu' lu cth's 
frei|ueiilly appear m destructive 
ininibers on young Krowing corn 
planted on «od lauds where the 
frrotiud had not been cultivated 
the previous year. 

If the cornlields on the lower 
flat lands are cleaned up early in 
the fall, they will not be suitable 
places for hibernation, and the 
beetles will he I'oned to scatter 
elsewhere. When necessary, it 
seems that they can travel con- 
siderable distances without difU- 
culty. It is also well to turn un- 
der uncultivated lands when it is 
expected to plant corn the follow- 
ing spring. If these precautions 
ar& neglected and the beetles in- 
fest tlie field early the next year, 
they are likely to do so inueli dam- 
age before the farmer becomes 
aware. of their presence, that tlie 
crop is practically destroyed. In 
sueli eases, replantinp can be re- 
sorted to, because the insects will 
leave the field a few days after 
they have killed out the first 
l>lanting. Another significant 
fuel is that the insects appear 
with considerable renulurity from 
the south to the north. As a con- 
seqnence it seems possible to de- 
lay the plantiiipr of corn until the 
bei'tles have disappeared.

May Cherries. 

"May ciieriies are on the mar- 
ket," says the market news, but 
it does not go into details. If 
it did and if it was truthful, it 
woidd read like thi.s, "Miiy cher- 
ries arc on the market, but the^- 
are not evenly ripened and are 
somewhat too sour for pleasur- 
able eating." 

Vet this first fresh fruit is 
ea^jerly [nirchascd by cherry lov. 
ers and there are many ways ii 
may be used in and be enjoyed. 

Of course we think first of 
cherry pie. Who does not whe» 
ii is .so full of fiavor aud juicy 
and good to the eye and tlu 
taste f 

Make the paste with plenty <». 
shortiMiin^r iind line ;\ heavy ])ie 
tin or baking dish with it; fill 
with the cherries; sweeten gen 
eroiisly and cover with the top 
paste. Pinch the edges close to- 
(jether and deroijite llie lops with 
fancy slits. Make until it is well 
colored. The best cherries for pic 
arc a mixture of sour and sweet 
ones; as they become plentiful re- 
member this. 

When serving cherry pic have
